The task of securing a jury in the 


murder case in which Ada Davis is on 
trial for her life was resumed in the 
Common Pleas court Tuesday morn- 
ing. The difficulty Tuesday morning 
was the same as experienced Monday. 
Many- did not care to serve-as -jurors 
and took advantage of every loophole 
for escape. Nearly all had opinions 
on capital punishment which would 
preclude them from rendering a ver- 
dict punishable by death. 


Attorney Smythe objected to the 


tactics employed by the State in pass- 
ing its peremptory challenge. 
Mr. 


Smythe insisted that the prosecutor 
exercise this privilege in order. The 
court overruled the objections of Mr. 
Smythe. 


A special venire of twenty names 


was taken from the "wheel Monday 
afternoon. 
Many of these were call- 


ed, examined and excused. At 10: 15 
both the attorneys waived the court's 
request for further challenge and the 
jury was declared completed. Clerk 
Hursey administered the oath to the 
men and they were ready for the ev- 
idence in the case. 


When the Ada Davis murder case 


was presented to the jury Tuesday 
morning before any of the witnesses 
testified, the attorney for the defense, 
B. G. Smythe, made public his line of 
defense. The prosecutor read the in- 
dictment to the jury in which Ada 
Davis is charged with first" degree 
murder, being charged with killing 
John Hammond. 
Mr. Fitzgibboa 


stated that the state would prove that 
the shot which killed Hammond was 
fired with, malicious intent, and that 
the action was premeditated. 


Mr. Smythe stated that Ada Davis 


did not kill John Hammond. "But if 
she did," said Mr. Smythe, "she had 
a perfect right to do so." He stated 
that the defense would prove that 
the shot which killed Hammond was 
fired accidentally, while Hammond 
and the Davis woman were struggling 
for the possession of the revolver. 


He also stated that the defense 


would prove that Hammond was in a 
drunken, jealous rage on the night of 
the tragedy and that he went to the 
home of the Davis woman where he 
had been a former roomer, for the 
purpose of doing her bodily harm. 


The court ordered the witnesses for 


the slate to be called and sworn, and 
then adjourned court untjl after the 
noon hour. Before adjournment, the 
court admonished the jury not to dis- 1 
cuss the case with any one, and not! 
even among themselves. He delivered 
them into the custody of the court 
bailiff and vhey may remain in his 
charge until the case is concluded. 


Prosecutor J. R. Fitzgibbon on be- 


half of the State, called two witnesses 
upon the opening of the afternoon 
session Tuesday, both of whom were 
absent. The proceedings were delay- 
ed for a few moments. 


AY. A. Stewart, a B. & O. conductor 


was the first •witness who took tb/» 
stand to testify on behalf of the State. 
The witness stated tha he was ao- 
quaiTied with John Hnmrno-nd. 
He 


stated lhal Hammond liv^d on Mon- 
TO" street ,"5Tid was employed by Chns. 
Foster, a We** Newark saloonist. The 
witness saw Hammond at the Sani- 


tarium in East Main street the morn- 
ing after the shooting. 
The nurse 


Dr. Smith, Clarence Herbert, 
Chief 


of Police Sheridan 
and the witness 


visited the victim in the ward at the 
Sanitarium. 


"What took 
place 
in the room 


there while you were present?" askec 
Mr. Fitzgibbon. 
This question was 


to lead up to Hammond's statemenl 
made regarding who fired the shoi 
which inflicted the .wound. This was 
in the form of an ante mortem state- 
ment and the court excused the jury 
while this testimony was given in or- 
der to decide if it was proper to sub- 
mit it to the jury. 


Mr. Stewart testified that Ham- 


mond stated in the presence of wit- 
nesses that he went from the Foster 
saloon in West Newark to the house 
in the Bast End occupied by the Da- 
vis woman. He repeated Hammond's 
words in which Ada Davis was ac- 
cused of firing the shot which inflict- 
ed the fatal wound. He told of Ham- 
mond's 
disposition of his property. 


This was introduced before the court 
to show that Hammond's statements 
were made while realizing his precar- 
ious condition. Hammond directed 
that Ada Davis be given the house- 
hold goods and that his insurance be 
turned over to his daughter. 


The court decided that Stewart's 


testimony 
should go to the jury. 


Stewart repeated 
the scene in the 


wounded man's bedroom. After 20 
minutes of severe cross examination 
Mr. Stewart was excused, his testi- 
mony apparently 
not 
having been 


shaken. 


R. T. Ragsdale, 
manager 
of the 


Sanitarium testified to Hammond's 
entrance to the hospital and told of 
the efforts of the doctors to locate 
the bullet. 


The court was crowded Tuesday.

Task o! Transferring Hen Dangerous 


as Seas fere Sunning 


Mountain High. 


New Bedford, Ma'ss., Dec. 12—The 


lighthouse steamer Azalea, one of the 
boats sent to the rescue of Captain 
Jorgensen and his crew of 12 men on 
the sinking relief lightship No. 58,, 
off Nantucket shoals, returned here 
this morning with the lightship crew 
on board. They were rescued yester- 
day afternoon after being in peril two 
days and two nights, and were in an 
exhausted condition. 


A few minutes after they were safe- 


ly aboard the tender the lightship 
went to the bottom of 
Nantucket 


shoals. 


This morning Jorgensen vividly re- 


lated the terrible experience on the 
sinking ship. 
He said: 


"Captain Gibbs, with the 
Azalea, 


arrived just in time. The seas were 
rolling terribly. Monday morning we 
gave up all hope. Captain Gibbs sig- 
nalled us to hang on for a few hours, 
that when the seas moderated some- 
what he would venture alongside. 
For five hours the Azalea lay within 
measurable distance. The water con- 
tinued to gain on us. I signalled 


ibbs to come alongside, and with 


great gallantry he complied. The 
;ask of transferring the men was an 
awful one'. The seas -were -running 
moutain high, rendering climbing 
aboard very dangerous. Finally the 
last man, myself, got aboard 
the 


Azalea, and about ten minute% later 
the vessel sank." 


From the survivors heartfelt trib- 


utes were paid Captain Gibbs and his 
men for their galantry and it was re- 
ported that the survivors almost em- 
jraeed their rescuers when they real- 
zed they were saved.

stock of the insurance company.- Mr. 
Scott testified that Mr. Hadley never 
repaid those loans and thit the insur- 
ance company realized only $30.000 on 
:the sale of the collateral. Companiss 
in which Mr. Hadley was interested 
failed, and he committed suicide. "It 
cost the insurance company just $132,- 
000 for Mr. Hadley to get control of 
.it," said Mr. Hughes. Besides the 
?1G2.000, Mr. Hadley had 
borrowed 


$200,000 to pay for the assurance com 
pany's stock and had put up that stock 
as collateral. Mr. Scott testified that 
he bought that stock at auction after 
Mr. Hadley's death and borrowed the 
money to do it from the New York 
Security and Trust company. John A. 
McCall, president of the New Yorl; 
Life Insurance company. Mr. Scott 
said, "stood back" of him in the nego 
tiation of the loan.

HERE ALLEGED 


PKTITIOX ASKS THAT DKKUS III 


SIOT ASIUK AND 1IKLD FOK 


NAUGHT.

Jicp'a Suit Against Annu E\\iug 


and Others. 


Fiank Watkins and Benjamin Wat- 


kins have commenced 
suit 
in the 


Common Pleas Court against Anna 
W. Ewing, Thomas Ewing and 
Kail 


Watkins, a minor. The plaintiffs say 
that they are each the sons and hens 
at law of Enoch J. Watkins, deceased, 
and that the defendants, Mary Wat- 
Kins and Anna Ewing are daughters 
of the deceased, and Thomas Ewing 
is a son of the defendant, Anna Ew- 
ing, and Bail Watkins is a grandson 
of the deceased, and that Earl is a 
minor, and the plaintiffs and defend- 
ant's, Mary Watkins and Anna Ewing 
.ne all the children and hoiis at law 
of Enoch J. Watkins, except Charles 
F Watkins, who is a son. 


The plaintiffs say that the defend- 


ants, Anna W. E-ning and Mary Wat 
kins entered into a conspiracy be- 
: \\een themselves for the purpose of 
seeming from Enoch J. Watkins the 
leal estate of which he died seized 
to the exclusion of all the rights and 
interest of the plaintiffs as heirs in 
the same; that the conspiracy was 
;onceived and 
operated by the de- 


fendants and continued, without in- 
:erruption for at least two years prior 
to the death of Enoch J. Watkins 
That at the time of the inception of 
the conspiracy Enoch J. Watkins was 
ot great age, being past eighty, was 
feeble in mind, without mental ca- 
pacitj to transact business or to ex- 
ecute a conveyance, 
or to transfer 


real estate, and was, in fact, during 
all of two years in his dotage; that 
defendants conspired together to em- 
bitter the mind 
of 
their 
father 


against the plaintiffs by relating to 
him false accounts of pretended state- 
ments and conversations averred to 
have been had by the defendants with 
the plaintiffs against their father and 
abusive of him, and to prevent plain- 
tiffs, or any of the members of the 
families of plaintiffs from seeing or 
isiting or having conversation with 
their father, and to prevent the fath- 
er from seeing, visiting or having any 
onversation with plaintiffs or mem- 
bei s of their families 


That in pursuance of the conspir- 


acy the defendants succeeded in se- 
urmg deeds for certain parcels 
of 


real estate to themselves, which con- 
sists of a considerable amount of val- 
uable property in Newark. The plain- 
tiffs claim that at the time of the pre- 
tended signing and acknowledgment 
of the deeds, Enoch J. Watkins was 
under the influence and control of the 
defendants, Mary Watkins and Anna 
Ewing, subject to th& scheme and 
conspiracy of the defendants, and was 
without mind sufficient to make the 
deeds, or any deed whatever, or to 
transact any business whatever, and 
that the deeds have not now and nev- 
er had any legal effect or validity by

Plaintiffs pray that the deeds to each 
of the defendants may be set aside 
and held for naught and that they

DOZEN SENATORS TAKE PART 


Controversy Also Develops Over the 


Reference of the Panama Appropria- 
tion to 9 Committee — Federal Su 
pervision of Insurance Companies 
Sought. 


Washington, Dec. 12 —No mention 


•was made in the senate of the 
late Senator Mitchell of Oregon, and 
is the first time the death of a senator 
was permitted to pa'ss unnoticed by 
the senate. The erasure of Mr Mitch- 
ell's name from the rolls followed. 


Spirited debates developed on the 


subjects of railroad rate legislation, 
arising through the introduction of a 
bill by Mr. Tillman to authorize the 
interstate commerce commission to fix 
maximum rates, and the Panama 
canal, due to a controversy over 
the reference 
of 
the 
emergency 


appropriation bill to a committee. 
The debate on the Tillman rate bi>! 
was engaged in by a number of sena 
tors. Mr. Foraker declared that thf 
bill proved that its author believed the 
present laws were sufficient to correct 
all alleged transportation evils except 
excessive rates, and that there was 
ample provision for the punishment of 
rebate giving. Mr. Tillman responded 
that he had thought the laws sufficient 
until the investigation 
begun by 


Messrs. Judson and Harmon into the 
Santa Fe case had terminated'in a pit- 
iable fiasco. Mr. Foraker asserted that 
the law could not be blame:! if "some 
person" fell short in his duty. 


Mi. Foraker said he had a bill of his 


own which, he would explain within a 
few days, and could convince any un- 
biased mind of the wisdom of his 
'measure. He declared that the Till- 
maa bill and many others offered were 
unconstitutional, because congress had 
no right to delegate to a commission 
the right to regulate railroad rates. 


Mr. Tillman replied: "I am getting 


rather shaky as to the sufficiency of 
the "^present law. It certainly will 
prove a failure until the president 
stops protectir.7 cabinet officers and 
whitewashing them, and until he does 
that there never will be anything ac- 
complished under the law." 


After more than a score of senators 


had discussed the Panama bill it was 
referred to the appropriation commit- 
tee by a vote of 40 to 23. In the 
course of the debate on the Panama 
bill Mr. Tillman said: "It is good old 
"Anglo-'Sazon stealing, not graft,' to pay 
such high salaries as are paid to canal 
officials." He mentioned particularly 
the salary of $10,000 to the auditor. 
"There should be legislation and the 
steals stopped, even if the president 
has loaned the prestige of his great 
name to the existing condition of af- 
fairs," said Mr. Tillman. 


Committee Assignments. 


"Washington, Dec. 12.—The addition 


of Republican members to all of the 
important committees of the house 
has enabled Speaker Cannon to solve 
the problem of committee assignments 
in a manner which appears satisfac- 
tory to both parties in the house. Only 
two important 
chairmanships were 


vacant, 
appropriations 
and public 


buildings and grounds. Mr. Tawney 
of Minnesota was chosen chairman oJ 
appropriations and Mr. Bartholdt of 
Missouri chairman of public buildings 
and grounds. Mr. McCleary was trans- 
ferred from the appropriations to the 
ways and means committee. Mr. Gard- 
ner of Massachusetts becomes chair- 
man of industrial arts and expositions. 
William Alden Smith of Michigan 
takes the added Republican place on 
the ways and means. .T. Warren Kei- 
fer of Ohio is appointed to the appro- 
priations. Mr. Beidler of Ohio is trans- 
ferred from foreign affairs to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia committee. 


Insurance Bill. 


Washington, Dec. 12.—A bill by Rep- 


resentative Landis creates in the de- 
partment of commerce and labor the 
office of "superintendent of insurance" 
and "national actuary." These officers 
are to frame regulations for annual re- 
ports from life insurance companies 
doing business in the territory speci- 
fied. Such reports are to contain an 
itemized statement of all assets and 
liabilities, amount and character of all

Russian Government Will Attempt to 


Crush the Revolution. 


COSSACK FORCES MOBILIZED 


Telegraphic Communication Restored 


Between the Capital and Many In 
terior Towns—Rioting Renewed In 
the Baltic Provinces—Threats of a 
General Strike. 


London, Dec. 12. — The correspon- 


.dent of the Daily Telegraph at St. Pe- 
tersburg, in a dispatch dated Dec. 10 
by way of Eydtkuhncn, sends an inter- 
view with Count "Witte in which tho 
premier indicates that Russia is con- 
fronted with the alternative of a revo 
lution or violent coercion. Though the 
count has not abandoned hope, ho 
not sanguine, and if forcible represen- 
tation should become necessary he 
will, according to the correspondent, 
resign his task to other hands. 


Continuing, Count Witte said: 
"Clearly, the vast changes which the 


manifesto heralded required time and 
patience to carry out, but what hap- 
pened was utterly unexpected. Sec 
tions of the community—nay, wholo 
classes—went to work systematically 
to annihilate their own means of live 
lihood and to ruin themselves and the 
whole nation. Instead of uniting to 
preserve order, the people quarreieJ 
among themselves and attacked the 
government. The only people who 
acted in their own interests we're tho 
revolutionists. They knew what they 
wanted. 
They chose the most effec- 


tive means to attain it, and they are 
capable of adopting these means even 
at the price of heavy sacrifices. The 
revolutionists hide all their quarrels 
and animosities and act together for 
the end they have in view, -which 
spells destruction. Out of the result- 
ant chaos, they promise a new world 
and an earthly paradise." 


After admitting that the manifesto 


had indirectly intensified the revolu- 
tionary movement, the premier said: 
"Unfortunately the people at large 
take the view that it is the govern- 
ment's business to realize constitu- 
tional principles and to fight revolu- 
tion. Doubtless the government can 
employ force, but force is only an evi- 
dence of weakness unless it is leveled 
by the social conscience against the 
public enemy. If a community will 
not struggle against anarchy, no gov- 
ernment can^successfullycope with it." 


Count Witte contended that the 


same argument applied to strikes. 
Vv'ith regard to the Jewish question, 
he said it was impossible at the pres 
ent moment to proclaim equality of 
rights, because such a measure would 
provoke appalling bloodshed.

Telegraph Strike Reported to Have 


Collapsed. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 12. — The tele- 


graph lines with Moscow, Reval, Kieff, 
Kazan, Novgorod, Archangel and Nar- 
va are working. Many of the employes 
have resumed work, and it is believed 
that the strike is collapsing. The 
mails have not arrived from the south 
owing to the railway strike 
Intelli- 


gence from the provinces is impatient- 
ly awaited, especially details of the 
mutinies. The government apparently 
has resolved to resort to general coer- 
cion. The peasants in many provinces 
have organized under leaders. 


Riga is completely cut off from St. 


Petersbuig. Even the railv.'ay tele- 
graph 
is not working. The scanty 


news reaching St. Petersburg is all to 
one effect. The last advices received 
from the Baltic provinces reported tne 
desecration of ships, the murder of 
land owners and the pillaging of prop- 
erty. The revolutionaries are growing 
in audacity. In one case they attacked 
a detachment of troops and wagons, 
which they used in the invasion of 
estates in the vicinity. They escaped 
on a narrow gauge railway after cap- 
turing a train.
